President Donald Trump’s 
decision to mock Sen. Al Fran- 
ken, D-Minn., for groping a sleep- 
ing woman while posing for a 
photo has once again made him a 
central figure in the national 
discussion about sexual assault, 
harassment and misconduct — 
and has again brought attention 
to past accusations against 
Trump himself. 

As a growing number of promi- 
nent men have publicly faced 
accusations, Trump has been 
selective in responding, largely on 
the basis of whether the accused is 
an ally or foe and focusing rela- 
tively little on the alleged victims. 

Trump called his own accusers 
“horrible, horrible liars” and 
threatened to sue them, while 
coming to the defense of friends
